Here he will see trees exactly 
1wo years and five months old 
from time of planting, planted 
ffom smali five-eighth caliper 
stock, now running from seven 
to ten and a half feet high 
and large spread, trees which 
the experts from the agricultural 
stations tell me are unequalled in 
Florida, . beautifully green and 
healthy looking, and the-sole dan- 
ger that of flood»caused by the 
Seaboard Air Line embankments 
chiefly shutting in all our former- 
ly natural run-off or rim faults. 

Tt. is possible, my dear Mr. Sharp. 
that my former experiences at 
Orange Villa which I have accur- 
ately detailed above, even to the 
price I as an ordinary or foolish 
farmer sold it for; together with 
the present condition of the 30,000 
trees two and a half years old I 
now have, is my best insanity de- 
fense against friend Hart's stric- 
tures. At any rate I shall rely on 
it with all your people who come 
and see the proofs for themselves. 

Further, a word to the real, 
farmers of the upper Everglade: 
Beware how too much reliance is 
placed on the representations of 
the mere denizens of our coastal 
towns and cities, and be sure when 
you are striving to reconcile all 
interests that you deal with repre- 
sentative farmer actually farming 
in the lower Glades, and not take 
& chance with so-called commit- 
tees and coastal officials who may 
possibly. have no real understand- 
ing of our problems.
